May  19  is  National  Asian 
and  Pacific  Islander  HIV/  AIDS 
Awareness  Day.  On  this  day  for 
the  past  five  years,  Massachu¬ 
setts  Asians  and  Pacific  Island¬ 
ers  (MAP)  for  Health  holds  the 
"Rooted  in  Acceptance"  Recep¬ 
tion  to  honor  those  who  help 
those  living  with  HIV/  AIDS. 

This  year,  two  awards  were  given 
out  at  the  Calderwood  Pavilion; 
one  for  Coco  Alinsug  and  the 
other  for 'the  Asian  Mental  Health 
Program  of  Cambridge  Health 
Alliance. 

MAP  for  Health  Board  Chair 
Liem  Tran  hopes  this  annual 
event  will  promote  the  visibility 
of  their  organization,  not  only  to 
the  Asian  community  but  also  to 
the  community  at  large.  Although 
the  number  of  attendees  grows 
each  year,  Tran  hopes  it  can  come 
to  the  attention  of  the  funding 
community  and  have  an  impact 


on  a  policy  level. 

From  1999  to  2003,  AIDS 
increased  by  34%  among  Asians. 
Every  year  following,  it  has  in¬ 
creased  by  10%.  Executive  Direc¬ 
tor  Jacob  Smith  Yang  said  that  it 
is  those  sobering  statistics  that 
drives  MAP  to  continue  to  raise 
awareness  of  HIV/ AIDS  among 

the  Asian  American  community . 

Alinsug  accepted  the  award 
in  a  traditional  barong  that  his 
mother  sent  from  the  Philippines 
for  him  to  wear  at  the  ceremony. 
He  was  recognized  for  his  con¬ 
tributions  as  an  openly  gay  man 
and  as  the  Executive  Director  of 
the  North  Shore  Alliance  of  GLBT 
Youth. 

The  Asian  Mental  Health 
Program  gratefully  accepted  the 
award,  sharing  the  frustrations 
they  faced  because  of  budget 
issues  and  the  lack  of  visibility 
after  years  of  providing  bilingual 
and  bicultural  psychological 
treatment  to  Asians.  Receiving 


the  award  greatly  was  a  great  mo¬ 
rale  boost  to  the  staff. 

Deputy  Director  Ramani  Sripa- 
da  has  been  with  MAP  the  longest 
at  12  years  and  enjoys  her  work 
because  it  gives  her  the  chance  to 
raise  self-esteem  and  build  posi¬ 
tive  body  image  amidst  her  own 

community.  "We  are  sexual  beings 
but  Asians  don't  know  How  to  talk 

about  it  in  a  healthy  way.  They 
think  that  if  they  don't  talk  about 
it,  it'll  go  away,"  she  said.  She  sees 
herself  as  an  AIDS  activist  and 
an  Asian  activist.  "Working  with 
HTV /AIDS,  you  meet  the  most  dis¬ 
enfranchised.  They  face  language 
and  financial  difficulties  and  the 
stigma,"  Sripada  said.  "Looking  at 
the  global  AIDS  epidemic,  I  want 
to  be  a  change  agent."

On  April  28,  University 
of  Massachusetts  Boston's 
Asian  American  Studies  Pro¬ 
gram  (AASP)  held  an  inter- 
generational  veterans  forum 
which  brought  together  vet¬ 
erans  from  all  walks  of  life. 
Some  of  them  served  the 
country  as  early  as  World 
War  II,  while  others  are  cur¬ 
rently  serving  in  Iraq  and 
Afghanistan.  They  came 
together  to  share  stories,  talk 
about  their  commitment  to 
service,  and  reflect  about 
identity  and  the  meaning  of 
patriotism. 

In  addition  to  com¬ 
merce,  science,  academia, 
and  the  arts,  the  contribu¬ 
tion  of  Asian  Americans 
to  the  United  States  Mili¬ 
tary  has  made  remarkable 
imprints  in  the  country's 
fabric.  "  [The  story  of  Asian 
American  veterans]  is  rarely 
heard,"  introduced  Matthew 
Seto,  a  recent  veteran  who 
currently  studies  at  UMass 
and  organized  the  forum. 
"Many  do  not  listen  to  the 
voices  of  veterans  anymore," 
he  added.  Stories  of  veterans 
are  ones  of  great  sacrifice, 
commitment  and  service 
which  all  citizens  should 
listen  to  and  learn  from. 

Besides  mutual  support 
and  sharing  of  stories,  veter¬ 
ans  are  also  contributing  to 
communities  by  supporting 
community  and  youth  de¬ 
velopment  programs.  "Don't 
dismiss  us  as  a  group  of  old 
fellas  with  funny  hats  and 
occasional  parades,"  former 
National  Commander  for 
the  American  Legion,  John 
Comer,  said. 

There  is  a  rich  history 
of  Asian  American  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  military, 
highlighted  most  recently 
by  the  current  Secretary  of 
Veteran  Affairs,  General  Eric 
Shinseki.  General  Shinseki, 
a  Japanese  American  from 
Hawaii  had  a  long  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  military  career, 
starting  at  West  Point  Mili¬ 
tary  Academy  in  the  1960s, 
to  being  the  Military's  Chief 
of  Staff  until  2003. 

In  a  recent  speech  cel¬ 
ebrating  Asian  American 
and  Pacific  Islander  Heritage 
Month,  President  Obama 
remarked:  "[Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans]  are  serving  in  posi¬ 
tions  of  leadership  within 
the  government  more  now 
than  ever  before.  And  along 
with  all  of  our  great  service 
men  and  women,  they  have 
defended  the  United  States 
from  threats  at  home  and 
abroad,  serving  our  nation 
with  valor." 

Man)'  Asian  Americans, 
ranging  from  Filipino  to 
Chinese  to  Japanese  de¬ 
cent  among  others,  have 
served  in  all  branches  of  the 


military  in  various  capacities 
and  ranks. 

The  forum  presented  a 
group  from  the  local  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion  Post  No.  328, 
also  known  as  the  Boston 
Chinatown  Post,  represent¬ 
ed  by  Commander  Alvin 
Wing,  who  served  in  the  Air 
Force  through  the  Vietnam 
War,  and  David  Ching,  who 
served  in  the  US  Army  as  a 
career  radar  specialist. 

The  post  was  started 
fifty  years  ago  by  a  group 
of  Chinese  American  World 
War  II  servicemen  returning 
to  Massachusetts  with  new 
feelings  of  belonging  and 
patriotism. 

Certainly,  when  one 
has  served  the  country  in 
its  hour  of  need  and  stood 
the  test  of  battle,  one  will 
feel  a  deeper  sense  of  being 
part  of  the  United  States  of 
America. 

During  the  forum,  a 

presentation  by  student- 
veteran  Amy  Au  vividly 
illustrated  the  struggle  for 
identity,  belonging,  and  self- 
discovery.  As  part  of  a  proj¬ 
ect  for  the  Asian  American 
Media  Literacy  class,  Au's 
video  "American  Bom  Chi¬ 
nese"  showed  the  journey 
of  her  typical  upbringing  in 
an  immigrant  household  in 
Boston,  then  Malden.  "My 
parents  gave  us  everything 
they  never  had,"  Au  reflect¬ 
ed  on  her  parents'  tireless 
efforts  to  provide  through 
long  hours  at  restaurants. 

She  went  through  a  pe¬ 
riod  of  rebellion,  but  eventu¬ 
ally  returned  home  to  be  a 
"good  Chinese  daughter." 
Soon  after,  she  would  go 
against  the  expectation  of 
Asian  American  girls,  and 
joined  the  Army  at  the  age 
of  17  to  "taste  freedom." 
There  are  very  low  numbers 
of  Asian  Americans  in  the 
military,  perhaps  1  in  200, 
and  Au  was  the  only  Asian 
American  female  in  her  unit. 

Au,  indeed,  sojourned 
through  the  road  less  trav¬ 
eled,  and  in  the  process 
served  honorably,  discov¬ 
ered  her  inner  strength, 
learned  to  appreciate  her 
family's  sacrifices  and  the 
opportunities  and  freedom 
this  country  offer. 

After  her  four  honorable 
years  of  service,  she  is  now 
finishing  her  degree  in  soci¬ 
ology  and  has  already  com¬ 
pleted  the  AASP.  She  looks 
forward  to  attending  gradu¬ 
ate  school  for  social  work, 
and  regularly  volunteers  in 
the  community. 

Au  is  well  on  her  way 
to  carrying  on  the  rich 
tradition  of  service,  just  as 
many  of  the  Chinatown  Post 
members  did.  As  the  Post 
celebrates  its  50th  Anniver¬ 


sary  this  year,  it  reflects  on 
the  remarkable  members' 
contribution  to  Chinatown, 
including  commercial  de¬ 
velopment,  non-profit,  and 
human  services  agencies 
that  are  still  fixtures  cf  civic 
life  in  Chinatown  and  the 
greater  Asian  American 
community  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  today. 

Veteran  groups  across 
the  city  like  the  Veterans 
Affairs  Boston  Healthcare 
System  also  serve  the  Asian 
communities  through  re¬ 
cruitment,  workforce  de¬ 
velopment,  and  scholarship 
programs. 

Another  student-veteran 
Richard  Sann,  who  served 
in  the  Navy,  is  the  son  of 
Cambodian  refugees.  Sann 
lost  two  good  friends  during 
combat  while  deployed  in 
Iraq  in  2003.  It  was  in  those 
profound  moments  that  he 

renewed  his  appreciation 

and  empathy  for  his  moth¬ 
er's  journey  to  escape  war, 
and  the  struggle  she  must 
have  felt  while  seeing  her 
own  son  willingly  putting 
himself  in  harm's  way. 

Matthew  Seto,  who 
served  on  a  Marines  aircraft 
carrier  in  the  Persian  Gulf, 
reflected  on  how  service 
opened  many  doors  for  him 
and  how  he  is  proud  to  rep¬ 
resent  his  Asian  American 
heritage,  while  hopefully 
paving  the  way  for  others  to 
see  military  service  as  a  vi¬ 
able  and  worthwhile  option. 

Although  the  older  vet¬ 
erans  recounted  more  severe 
stories  of  discrimination  and 
racism  in  the  military,  the 
current  veterans  still  have 
their  own  barriers  to  over¬ 
come.  For  instance,  while 
other  larger  minority  groups 
are  allowed  to  observe  their 
respective  heritage  months, 
Au  had  to  petition  to  at¬ 
tend  AAPI  Heritage  Month 
events. 

Peter  Kiang,  director  of 
the  UMass  AASP,  applaud¬ 
ed  the  inter-generational  fo¬ 
rum,  and  noted  how  UMass 
has  had  a  long  history  of 
supporting  student-veter¬ 
ans.  "In  the  1970s,  many  of 
the  veterans  who  returned 
to  the  area  attended  UMass, 
not  interested  in  the  ideo¬ 
logical  battles  back  home, 
but  wanted  to  seriously 
examine  the  consequences  of 
war,  rebuild  lives  and  recon¬ 
nect  to  community,"  Kiang 
said.  "Stories  spoken  today 
are  very  humanistic,"  he 
added,  which  is  what  makes 
UMass'  scholarship  and 
community  relevant,  ex¬ 
traordinary  and  welcoming.

Problems  in  Becom¬ 
ing  a  U.S.  Citizen: 

How  to  Avoid  Common 
Problems  in  the  Natural¬ 
ization  Process

Lei  Mei  resides  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  Massachusetts  and  has 
been  a  U.S.  lawful  permanent 
resident,  commonly  known 
as  a  green  card  holder,  for  ten 
years.  She  has  worked  as  a 
travel  agent  for  nine  years,  but 
has  failed  to  file  her  federal 
tax  returns.  Six  years  ago,  she 
traveled  to  Guangzhou,  China 
to  care  for  her  sick  mother  and 
stayed  there  for  seven  months 
until  her  mother  was  back  in 
good  health.  Lei  Mei  is  now 
interested  in  filing  to  become  a 
U.S.  Citizen. 

Juan  has  been  a  green 
card  holder  for  six  years  and 
resides  in  Providence,  Rhode 
Island.  He  has  two  children 
with  his  ex-wife,  Glenda,  who 
live  in  Dallas,  Texas.  Juan  has 
not  seen  his  children  in  five 
years  and  has  not  supported 
them  financially  during  that 
time.  Juan  has  had  trouble 
with  alcoholism  and  has  been 
arrested  for  disturbing  the 
peace  after  drinking  too  much 
alcohol  in  public.  Juan  is  also 
now  interested  in  filing  to  be¬ 
come  a  U.S.  Citizen. 

Lei  Mei  and  Juan  are  go¬ 
ing  to  run  into  some  obstacles 
in  becoming  U.S.  Citizens. 
Generally,  green  card  hold¬ 
ers  are  able  to  become  U.S. 
Citizens  after  five  years  of 
residing  in  the  United  States 
with  a  green  card.  If  someone 
marries  a  U.S.  Citizen,  they 
only  have  to  wait  three  years. 
However,  committing  certain 

acts  can  lead  to  problems  in 
being  awarded  U.S.  citizen¬ 
ship. 

Those  who  have  been 
out  of  the  U.S.  for  more  than 
six  months  at  a  time,  such  as 
Lei  Mei,  who  are  in  deporta¬ 
tion  or  removal  proceedings 
or  have  been  deported,  who 
have  not  filed  federal  income 
taxes,  who  have  not  financially 
supported  their  children,  who 
are  male  and  did  not  register 
for  Selective  Service,  who  are 
on  probation  or  parole  for  a 
criminal  conviction,  who  lied 
or  committed  fraud  to  get  their 
green  card,  who  have  been  ar¬ 
rested  or  convicted  of  a  crime, 
who  lied  or  committed  fraud 
to  receive  public  benefits,  who 
helped  someone  enter  the 
U.S.  illegally,  who  claimed  to 
be  a  U.S.  Citizen,  who  have 
been  charged  with  commit¬ 
ting  domestic  violence,  child 
abuse,  or  child  neglect,  who 
voted  illegally,  who  have  been 
involved  in  prostitution,  or' 
who  are  habitual  drunkards, 
drug  abusers,  or  drug  addicts 
will  experience  problems  in 
becoming  U.S.  citizens. 

Additionally,  in  some 
cases,  not  only  will  the  gov¬ 
ernment  deny  a  person's 
citizenship  application,  but 
they  will  also  try  to  take  away 
that  person's  green  card  and 
deport  them. 

For  those  who  have  com¬ 
mitted  any  of  the  acts  listed 
above,  it  is  extremely  impor¬ 
tant  that  they  hire  an  attorney 
to  guide  them  through  the 
citizenship  process.  In  many 
cases,  the  above  acts  can  be 
forgiven  or  remedied  and  a 
person  can  still  become  a  U.S. 
Citizen.  However,  not  having 
an  attorney  to  assist  you  often 
leads  to  applications  being 
denied.

Breaking  the  mold  - 

Interview  with  Canadian-born  actor,  director 
and  cell  phone  engineer  Albert  M.  Chan 


the  East  Asian  experience. 

As  an  actor,  while  there 
may  not  be  anything  I  can 
do  directly  to  prevent  this 
typecasting,  what  I  can  do 
when  I'm  cast  in  a  stereo¬ 
typical  East  Asian  role  is  to 
create  a  performance  that 
actively  pushes  through  the 
boundaries  of  the  stereotype. 
For  example,  I  was  cast  in 
the  Showtime  series  Brother¬ 
hood  as  a  manager  at  an  East . 
Asian  brothel,  which  is  pret¬ 
ty  stereotypical.  My  scenes 
involved  a  confrontation 
with  two  men;  one  was  the 
owner  of  a  rival  brothel  and 
the  other  was  a  police  detec¬ 
tive.  Within  the  confines  of 
the  scripted  scenes,  I  made 
the  choice  that  my  character 
would  control  the  scene  and 
not  be  bullied  or  intimidated 
by  these  two  larger,  more 
physically  imposing  men. 

I  eventually  got  shot  six 
times,  but  I'm  proud  that  my 
character  went  down  fight¬ 
ing  as  opposed  to  just  being 
passive. 

The  other  thing  I  have 
the  power  to  do  as  an  actor 
is  to  get  cast  in  roles  that  are 
open  to  any  ethnicity,  thus 
avoiding  typecasting  alto¬ 
gether.  When  I  was  cast  as  a 
groomsman  in  Ghosts  of  Girl¬ 
friends  Past,  an  office  worker 
in  Underdog,  and  a  blackjack 
dealer  in  I'm  Paige  Wilson, 
those  roles  were  ethnically 
open.  The  competition  is 
stiffer  for  ethnically  open 
roles,  but  the  kinds  of  roles 
can  be  more  rewarding. 

Sampan:  What  are  some 
of  challenges  facing  Asians 
in  the  acting  world? 

Chan:  While  there  are 
more  supporting  roles  for 
Asian  actors  these  days, 
there  are  very  few  lead  roles. 

I  think  it  will  take  an  extraor¬ 
dinary  Asian  actor  to  break 
through  this  final  barrier. 
Although  he's  not  Asian, 
take  a  look  at  someone  like 
Philip  Seymour  Hoffmann. 
He's  not  what  people  would 
typically  think  of  as  A-list 
actor  material  — he's  not  the 
gorgeous,  rugged,  leading 
man  type.  But  he  was  doing 
excellent  work  in  supporting 
roles  for  years,  and  finally 
was  recognized  for  his  ex¬ 
traordinary  work  as  a  lead  in 
Capote.  And  that  cemented 
his  status  as  an  A-list  ac¬ 
tor.  In  a  similar  vein,  I  think 
we'll  start  seeing  A-list  Asian 
actors  when  there's  an  Asian 
actor  whose  extraordinary 
skill  and  talent  completely 
transcend  ethnicity. 

Sampan:  What's  Fate 
Scores  about? 

Fate  Scores  is  the  story 
of  two  strangers  who  cross 
paths  at  a  city  park  bench. 
One  of  the  strangers  is  a 
guitarist,  played  by  me,  and 
the  other  is  an  introspective 
woman  played  by  a  wonder¬ 
ful  actress,  Heidi  Rhodes. 

An  assortment  of  additional 
strangers  comes  by,  includ¬ 
ing  an  insecure  jogger,  an 
injured  woman,  a  very 
pregnant  woman,  a  man  in 
a  suit,  a  curious  boy  eating 
ice  cream,  two  quarrelsome 
women,  and  a  soda  can  col¬ 
lector.  The  various  interac¬ 
tions  amongst  all  the  strang¬ 
ers  eventually  culminate  into 
a  potentially  life-changing

Actor  and  engineer  Al¬ 
bert  M.  Chan  holds  a  Ph.D 
in  engineering  from  M.I.T, 
but  a  geek  he  is  certainly  not. 
Upon  first  impression,  this 
bespectacled,  analytical  and 
soft-spoken  Canadian  came 
across  as,  well,  an  engineer. 
As  the  conversation  heated 
up,  the  hidden  thespian  in 
him  began  to  overtake  his 
engineer  side.  Over  din¬ 
ner  in  downtown  Boston, 
Chan  opened  up  about  being 
what  it  means  to  be  a  good 
actor,  what  happens  on  a 
movie  set,  and  what's  it  like 
to  juggle  two  vastly  differ¬ 
ent  careers.  Fate  Scores,  a 
short  film  he  directed  and 
starred  in,  was  featured  in 
the  Boston  Independent  Film 
Festival  this  April.  His  most 
recent  released  film.  Ghosts 
of  Girlfriend  Past,  stars  A-list 
actors  such  as  Matthew  Mc- 
Conaughey,  Jennifer  Gar¬ 
ner  and  Michael  Douglas. 
Breaking  into  Hollywood 
as  an  ethnic-minority  actor 
is  no  easy  business.  In  the 
following  interview,  Chan 
shares  with  the  Sampan  his 
Canadian  Asian  acting  expe¬ 
rience,  and  offers  advice  to 
aspiring  actors. 

Sampan:  How  did  you 
get  into  acting? 

Chan:  Growing  up,  act¬ 
ing  was  something  that  I 
always  wanted  to  try,  but  I 
never  gathered  up  my  cour¬ 
age,  nor  did  I  think  my  pre¬ 
occupation  with  academics 
would  permit  me  the  time. 
After  I  got  my  Bachelor's 
degree  in  engineering  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  in 
1997, 1  moved  to  Boston  to 
start  my  graduate  studies 
at  MIT.  While  most  people 
know  MIT  in  the  context 
of  science  and  technology, 
MIT  actually  also  provides 
numerous  opportunities  for 
students  to  get  involved  in 
other  disciplines,  such  as 
theater,  music,  visual  arts, 
and  sports.  1  initially  got 
interested  in  acting  during 
the  seven  years  1  spent  get¬ 
ting  my  Ph  D.  It  started  off 
with  a  couple  of  musical 
performances  on  campus  —  I 
plaved  Mr.  Blushington  in 
Gilbert  and  Sullivan's  Uto¬ 
pia,  Limited  followed  by  El 
Remandado  in  Bizet's  Car¬ 
men  .  Soon  afterwards,  I  was 
doing  student  hints  and  local 


independent  films,  and  over 
the  years  my  acting  career 
has  progressed  to  where  it  is 
today. 

Sampan:  Did  you  end 
up  getting  your  Ph.D.  from 
MIT? 

Chan:  As  one  of  my  gen¬ 
eral  philosophies,  I  believe 
in  finishing  anything  I  begin 
and  make  a  commitment  to, 
so  quitting  the  Ph.D.  pro¬ 
gram  wasn't  an  option. 

Sampan:  How  did  your 
family  take  the  news  about 
your  career  change? 

Chan:  I  actually  have 
two  careers  right  now.  I 
work  as  an  engineer  doing 
research  and  development 
in  the  cell  phone  industry 
when  I'm  not  acting.  I  really 
enjoy  the  balance  that  I  get 
from  having  two  careers, 
which  also  ensures  that  I'm 
fully  utilizing  both  sides  of 
my  brain.  It's  really  not  that 
uncommon,  even  for  top 
actors,  to  have  two  careers. 
For  instance.  Josh  Brolin  is  a 
day  trader  and  has  his  own 
investment  business  called 
MarketProbability.com.  And 
he  claims  to  make  much 
more  money  from  his  market 
trading  than  he  does  from 
acting. 

My  family  has  always 
been  supportive  of  my  en¬ 
deavors.  They  know  well 
enough  by  now  that  I'm  a 
real  go-getter  and  I  work 
hard  to  achieve  anything  I 
set  out  to  do. 

Sampan:  What  are  the 
typecast  roles  for  actors  and 
actresses  of  East  Asian  heri¬ 
tage,  and  how  do  you  feel 
about  these  roles? 

Chan:  East  Asian  men 
have  historically  been  type¬ 
cast  as  martial  artists  and 
gangsters,  and  are  typically 
not  romantically  involved 
with  any  of  the  other  charac¬ 
ters.  East  Asian  women,  on 
the  other  hand,  are  usually 
typecast  as  prostitutes  or 
as  the  "hot"  girlfriend  of  a 
Caucasian  character.  In  the 
past  few  years  though,  roles 
for  East  Asian  actors  have 
become  more  varied  to  in¬ 
clude  professional  characters 
such  as  doctors,  lawyers,  and 
scientists,  but  there  is  still  a 
ways  to  go  for  the  roles  to 
truly  reflect  the  full  range  of 


event  for  the  guitarist  and 
the  introspective  woman. 

The  film  was  inspired 
by  my  experiences  people¬ 
watching  in  public  places. 
Everyone  carries  his  or  her 
own  emotional  baggage 
wherever  they  go,  and 
when  people  converge  on 
a  public  space,  interesting 
interactions  can  result.  The 
film  touches  upon  themes 
of  isolation,  connection,  and 
chance. 

Sampan:  What  are  your 
career  goals? 

Chan:  I  would  love  to 
take  my  acting  career  as  far 
as  possible,  with  a  critically 
acclaimed  series  regular  role 
on  TV  or  lead  role  in  a  film. 
Obviously,  there  are  many 
challenges  involved.  But  I 
think  as  long  as  I  continue 
to  recognize  that  an  acting 
career  is  a  lifelong  endeavor 
that  requires  strategic  plan¬ 
ning,  persistence,  and  pa¬ 
tience,  I  will  have  greatly 
increased  my  chances  of 
success. 

Sampan:  What  are  some 
of  your  memorable  encoun¬ 
ters  as  an  actor? 

Chan:  Last  year,  I  shot 
a  scene  with  Helen  Hunt 
and  Liev  Schreiber  for  the 
upcoming  film  Every  Day. 
Although  it  was  a  rather 
emotional  scene,  it  was 
scheduled  as  the  very  last 
scene  of  the  day,  and  we 
probably  started  the  scene 
after  1:00am.  On  top  of  that, 
Helen  Hunt  had  already 
been  awake  for  19  hours 
with  only  three  hours  of 
sleep  the  night  before,  and 
was  literally  about  to  col¬ 
lapse  from  exhaustion.  After 
we  finished  our  scene,  Helen 

Hunt  came  up  to  me  and 
sincerely  thanked  me  for 
being  on  the  ball  and  getting 
through  our  scene  efficiently. 
She  was  just  very  gracious 
and  humble  about  it,  and 
to  get  that  sort  of  feedback 
from  someone  of  her  stature 
was  just  amazing. 

Sampan:  What  advice 
would  you  give  to  fellow 
Asians  who  wish  to  pursue  a 
career  in  acting? 

Chan:  My  advice  is  to 
be  the  best  actor  that  you  can 
be  by  getting  solid,  reputable 
acting  training.  With  all  of 
the  challenges  imposed  by 
the  industry  on  Asian  ac¬ 
tors,  there's  no  reason  to  let 
mediocre  acting  be  an  addi¬ 
tional  challenge.  For  the  past 
two  years,  I've  been  taking  a 
fantastic,  ongoing  class  at  the 
Boston  branch  of  Carter  Thor 
Studio,  which  is  based  in 
Los  Angeles.  At  some  point, 

I  realized  that  if  I  wanted 
to  act  in  a  role  with  more 
than  just  one  or  two  lines. 

I'd  need  some  serious  acting 
training.  A  doctor,  lawyer, 
or  scientist  can't  practice 
without  the  proper  training, 
so  why  should  acting  be  any 
different?  After  all,  acting 
is  a  highly  skilled  art  that 
takes  years,  if  not  decades  to 
master.  1  firmly  believe  that 
if  an  actor  is  both  proactive 
and  genuinely  talented,  then 
that  actor  will  be  noticed  by 
the  industry.  And  for  Asian 
actors,  that  means  that  they 
will  not  only  be  considered 
for  specifically  Asian  roles, 
but  also  for  roles  that  are 
open  to  any  ethnicity.

As  of  May  27th,  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Con¬ 
trol  and  Prevention  (CDQ 
reported  7,927  confirmed 
or  probable  cases  of  H1N1 
Flu  infection  in  humans  in 
the  United  States,  and  11 
deaths.  In  New  England, 
there  were  426  cases  report¬ 
ed,  with  67%  (286)  occur¬ 
ring  in  Massachusetts.  No 
deaths  were  reported.  You 
can  get  updated  informa¬ 
tion  from  the  CDC,  which 
has  been  updating  its  web¬ 
site  every  few  days. 

Q:  What  is  H1N1  flu? 

A:  HI  N1  is  a  new  influ¬ 
enza  (flu)  virus  that  was 
first  reported  in  humans  in 
the  United  States  in  April 
of  this  year.  H1N1  infec¬ 
tion  has  been  reported  in 
other  countries,  including 
Mexico,  Canada,  and  coun¬ 
tries  in  Europe.  This  virus 
is  contagious  and  has  been 
spreading  person-to-person 
similarly  to  the  regular  sea¬ 
sonal  flu  viruses. 

Q:  Why  has  this  new  H1N1 
virus  also  been  referred  to 
as  "swine  flu"? 

A:  During  initial  laboratory 
testing  this  new  virus  had 
similarities  to  influenza  vi¬ 
ruses  normally  occurring  in 
North  American  pigs,  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  name  "swine  flu". 
However,  further  study  has 
shown  that  this  virus  is  very 
different,  prompting  the 
re-naming  to  H1N1. 

Q:  Can  I  get  H1N1  flu  from 
eating  pork? 

A:  No.  H1N1  flu  is  not 
spread  through  pork  con¬ 
sumption  or  handling. 


Q:  What  are  common  symp¬ 
toms  of  H1N1  flu? 

A:  Symptoms  are  similar 
to  seasonal  flu  and  may 
include  fever,  cough,  sore 
throat,  runny  and  stuffy 
nose,  body  aches,  headaches, 
chills,  and  general  fatigue.  A 
number  of  people  infected 
with  the  H1N1  virus  also 
reported  having  diarrhea, 
and  vomiting.  Symptoms 
have  ranged  from  mild  to 
severe,  with  death  being  the 
most  severe. 

Q;  How  does  H1N1  spread 
among  people? 

A:  It  is  spread  person  to  per¬ 
son,  and  similar  to  seasonal 
flu.  The  virus  resides  in  the 
nose  and  throat,  is  sprayed 
into  the  air  when  someone 
with  the  flu  coughs,  sneezes 
or  talks.  You  can  become 
infected  by  breathing  in  the 
virus  or  touching  something 
touched  by  someone  with 
the  flu  and  then  touching 
your  nose  or  mouth. 

Symptoms  may  start 
to  appear  1  to  3  days  after 
breathing  in  the  virus,  but 
may  take  longer.  A  person 
with  the  HiNl  flu  virus  may 
be  contagious  1  day  before 
symptoms  begin  and  up  to 
1  week  after  that.  Children 
may  be  contagious  for  lon¬ 
ger  periods. 

Q:  What  can  I  do  to  protect 
myself  from  getting  sick 
with  H1N1  flu? 

A:  There  is  no  vaccine  for 
H1N1  flu  at  this  time,  and 
the  seasonal  flu  vaccine  does 
not  protect  against  H1N1 
flu.  You  should  take  some 
basic  precautions  to  protect 
your  health  and  minimize 


spreading  it  if  you  are  infect¬ 
ed  with  H1N1  flu  virus; 

-  Wa^h  your  hands  often 
with  soap  and  water  or 
alcohol-based  hand  sanitiz¬ 
ers,  especially  after  you've 
touched  something  others 
may  have  touched,  or  after 
you've  sneezed  or  coughed. 

-  Wash  your  hands  for  a 
minimum  of  15-20  seconds, 
which  is  longer  than  it  may 
seem. 

-  Cover  your  mouth  and 
nose  when  you  sneeze  or 
cough.  If  you  use  your 
hands  follow  washing  in¬ 
structions  above. 

-  Avoid  touching  your  eyes, 
nose  or  mouth,  which  can  al¬ 
low  these  germs  can  spread. 

-  Avoid  close  contact  with 
people  who  are  sick,  when 
possible. 

-  If  you  are  sick  and  sus¬ 
pect  you  have  H1N1  (or 
other  type  of)  flu,  please  stay 
home  if  possible  to  avoid 
spreading  the  virus.  Stay 
home  for  up  to  7  days  or  un¬ 
til  you  have  been  symptom- 
free  for  24  hours,  whichever 
is  longer. 

-  Drink  plenty  of  fluids, 
especially  water  (try  to  stay 
away  from  caffeinated  or 
beverages  with  high  sugar 
content),  get  plenty  of  sleep, 
eat  healthily,  and  avoid 
smoking. 

Q:  Are  there  medications  I 
can  take  to  treat  this  infec¬ 
tion? 

A:  Yes.  The  CDC  recom¬ 
mends  anti-viral  medicines 
(oseltamivir  or  zanamivir) 
prescribed  by  your  health¬ 
care  provider  to  treat  and/ 
or  prevent  H1N1  virus  infec¬ 
tion.  These  medicines  reduce 
the  amount  of  flu  virus  from 
reproducing  in  your  body. 


Please  consult  a  healthcare 
provider  if  you  believe  you 
may  be  infected  with  the 
H1N1  flu  virus.
